A Proclamation for the lupprelsing of profane 
Swearing and Curling. 


ereas ata Parliament begun and holdenat Weſtminſter the nine- 


teenth day of Febzuary, in the one and twentieth yeere oftheReigne 
of our late moſtdeare and Royall Father, King lames of euer bleſſed 
memozy (amonglt other good and wholeſome Lawes then made 
and eſtabliſhed foꝛ the Weale publike ofthis Realme) it was enacted 


naltles therein contained. We taking into Our Paincely conſideration,the great increaſe of thoſe 
ſinnes, which are the moꝛe audaciouſly pzactiſed, and frequently committed by looſe and wicked 
perſons, in regard the laid Statute made fo2 pꝛeuention and reſtraint thereof, is not conſtantly 
put in execution, Hane therefoze with theaduiceof Our Pꝛiuie Countill (foꝛ the better repzeſ- 
ſing of thoſe odious linnes) by Dur Letters Patents dated the one and twentieth day of July 
laſt paſt, erected an office foꝛ the receining of the fozfeitures incurred by ſuch pzofane Swea- 
rers and Curſers : And repoſingmuch truſt and confidence in the fidelity, induſtry, wiſedome, 
and piety of Our welbeloned ſernant Robert Leſlie Eſquire , one of the Gentlemen of our Pztute- 
Chamber, haue thereby o2dained and appointed, that he by himſelfe, oz his ſufficient Allignes oz 
Deputies, and none other perſon ( except the Juſtices of Peace, Conſtables , Churchwar- 
dens, Ouerleers of the pooze, and others by the ſaid Statute authoꝛtzed) ſhall in euery Pariſh 
within this Dur Realme of England, and Dominion of wales, attend that ſern{ce and office, 
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and foz acertaine number of yeares therein contained, ſhall and may receine the Penaltie aps >< 
pointed by the laid Statute, from all and euery perſon and perſons lining within Our laid 

Realme and Dominion, offending againſt the tenoz of the ſame (who haue not paid the ſad 

Penalty to any the perſons anthoztzed by the ſatd Dtatute, to receiue the ſame befoze it be de⸗ 

manded by Our laid ſeruant, his Allignes oz Deputies) wherein we haue taken eſpeciall care, 

that ſecurity-be giuen foz the faithfull collecting of thoſe Penalties, and foꝛ a true accompt and 

payment ofthe ſame twice euerp yeere vnto the Biſhops ofthe Dioteſſes, wherein the ſame ſhall 

be reteiued, by whoſe care and ozder the moneys thereby ariſing ſhall bee iuſtly diſtributed 

amongſt Our pooꝛe ſubiects of the Pariſhes where the Offences are oz ſhallbecommitted, ac: 

toꝛding as by the ſame Statute is limited and appointed. | 

And thereko:e Me do hereby ſtrictly charge and command all manner ofperſons lining in Pur 
ſaid Kingdome of England and Dominion of Wales, to be confoꝛmable in all things vnto Our 
Royall will and pleaſure in Oar laid letters Patents mentioned and contained, And to the 
end Our ſaid ſeruant,his Alſignes and Deputies may the moze readily and ſincerely perfozme the 
truſt in them repoſed : We do hereby grant, publiſh, and declare, that Our ſaid Deruanc, his 
Allignes and Deputies, andenery of them (hall be hereafter exempted and freed from bearing 
any other office oz charge in the Pariſhes where he and they ſhall dwell, during the time that 
they ſhall be imployed in this ſerutce, to the end that they may the better looke to the execution 
of the fozelaid Statute, in regard the ſame lo highly tendeth to the aduantement ol piety, and 
reliefe of the pooꝛe. 

And we doe hereby require and command all our Yuſtices, Juſtices ofpeace, Paiozs, She- 
riffes, Pagiſtrates, Ballifes, Conſtables, Church-wardens, Ouerleers of the pooze, and all 
other Our Officers, Piniſters, and Subietts, within Our laid Kingdome and Dominion of 
wales, to whom it ſhall appertaine, to be aiding, helping, and aſſiſting to Our ſaid Seruant, his 


Allignes and Deputies, in all things concerning the Pzemiles, as they tender Our pleaſure, and 
will auoid the contrary at their vttermoſt perils. g
